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Biſcay, in which Province his Father's Memo- 
ry was held in great Veneration, and where 
the Natives thought themſelves oblig'd to pro- 
tet him from the Fury of his Perſecutor.

But we may lawfully and rea- 
ſonably aver, That they are not aware, that

ſing and contradicting the unanimous Atteita- 
tions of all the Hiſtorians, and would make a 
moſt prepoſterous Chaſm,_or rather utterly de- 
ſtroy all Chronological Order; and which has 


been exactly juſitify'd by. Sandoval and Mora- 


les, the Two moſt intelligent Searchers into 
Antiquity that Spain ever produc'd ; who built 
upon the Authority of an Inſcription in the 
Church of Santa Cruz, at Oviedo, Which clear- 
ly proves Pelayo to have been King. Beſides 
Alphonſo the Great, the Chronicle of Albaida, 
the Monk of Silos, and the Hiſtory of Compo- 
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ela, without reckoning ſeveral others who 

have wrote ſince the Eighth Century, all po- 
ſitively affirm, That Pelayo' reign'd Nineteen 
Years, and that he died Anno Domini 737, fo 


that, of Neceſſity, he muſt have been pro- 


claim'd King in 718; and, conſequently eve- 
ry other Epocha ought to be rejected as falſe, 
and not worthy to be taken Notice of. . 

The ſame Authors, who have fix'd the Time 
of Pelayo's: Election to the Throne to be in the 
Year 718, aſſure us, That the News thereof 
was immediately ſpread over all Spain, and 
that it was known, almoſt at the ſame Inſtant, 


in Gaul, where Alabor had already taken up 


his Winter Quarters, in Order to prepare him- 
ſelf for ſome mighty Expedition at the Re- 
turn of the Spring. But whether it was that 
he had no Apprehenſions of the Conſequences 
of that Inſurrection, or that he diflembled his 
Fear to avoid difpiriting his Army, it is very 
certain, that he rather, choſe to march and at- 
tack Aquitain, and thought it far more hon- 
ourable, at ſuch a Juncture, than to have it 
ſaid, that he had been forc'd to return back 
on Purpoſe to chaſtiſe a ſmall Number of Fu- 
gitives, who had fled to the barren Mountains 
for Mun Nog oC = : 

In the mean while Munuza, who beheld the 
Danger from a much nearer Diſtance, and who 
had every Day Intelligence brought him, that 
the Forces of Pelayo increasd more and more, 
{ent Courier after Courier to the Vice-Roy, to 
give him Notice, That if he did not ſpeedily. 
uſe his utmoſt Endeavours to put a Stop to the 
Progreſs theſe Commotions were likely to make, 
it was to be fear'd, that, in a very little Time, 

the whole Province of Old Caftile would be _ | 
n d 
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terly loſt, the Inhabitants whereof were ve⸗ 
hemently diſpos'd to ſet open their Gates, and 
to join themſelves with thoſe Revolters. Up- 
on theſe preiſing Advices, -Alahor ſent Orders 


to Alcheman to put himſelf at the Head of 


Thirty Thouſand Men, to chaſtiſe the Rebels, 
and above all, that he ſhould not fail to bring 


him Pelayo bound Hand and Foot. 


- Alcheman had no ſooner receiv'd this Com- 


million from the Vice-Roy, but he march'd out 


into the Field; and finding no Oppoſition at 
the Foot of the Mountains, he eaſily pene- 


trated as far as the fartheſt Side of the Val- 
ley of Rio- Bueno, and took Poſſeſſion of ſeve- 


ral Poſts which he found abandon'd and de- 


fenceleſs: This ſeem'd to be a lucky Omen, 


concluding, that Pelayo and his Party had cer- 


tainly ſought their Safety by a cowardly Flight. 


Pelayo, who from the Moment he was pro- 
claim'd, had made it his ſole Buſineſs care - 
fully to inſtru& his Soldiers in Military Diſ- 


cipline, and to make himſelf perfectly well 
acquainted with every Avenue by which the 
Moors might poſlibly paſs, kept himſelf cloſe 
conceal'd in a large Cave upon the Top o 
the Mountain Auſeba, from whence he obſer- 
ved every Step the Ifidels made, without 


making the leaſt Motion on his Side that might 


give them any Manner of Suſpicion of his {6 
much as meditating to make any Defence. 

 Alcheman, in the Interim, was ſtill advan» 
cing, and continued to penetrate farther and 
farther into the Mountains, and his Troops 


were ſoon ſpread all round the Ridge of that < 


Eminence upon which Pelayo lay in cloſe Am- 
buſcade, in Order to ſurprize the Enemy when 
they leaſt dreamt of him, The Mooriſh Com- 
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mander, who imagin'd him to be a great Way 
off, was ſtrangely aſtoniſh'd when he perceiv'd -- 
him on the Summit of the Mountain near the 
Cave's Mouth, at the Head of a very ſmall 
Number of Men: And as he was wholly ig- 
norant that this young Prince had poſted Four 
Thouſand Soldiers within that ſubterraneous 
Vault, he fancy'd he had no more to do than 
to advance .up to him and to ſeize both him 
and the feeble Band that accompany'd him. 


While he was climbing up the Mountain to- 


wards him, the Troops which Pelayo. had poſted 
between the Rocks unperceiv'd, went and took 
Poſſeſſion of all the Paths and narrow Paſ- 
ſages which the Moors left behind them, in 
Order to make themſelves Maſters of their Bag- 
gage and Proviſions, . and to cut off their Re- 
treat. Alcheman was ſo deceiv'd by this Stra- 
tagem, that he imagin'd he ſhould gain a far 
reater Honour by taking Pelayo and his Ad- 
erents Priſoners, than if he ſhould deſtroy 
them with the Sword. Fancying himſelf in- 
fallibly ſure of his Captives, he diſpatch'd a- 
way to Pelayo the infamous Oppas, to ſummon 
him to lay down his Arms and to yield him- 
ſelf up to. his Clemency. That wretched Bi-- 
ſhop was the readier to undertake this Com- 
| mithon, becauſe he had long conceiv'd an im- 
patient Defire to ſee that noble young Prince 
under the inglorious Servitude of the Moors, 
With theſe Hopes he omitted no Perſuaſions 
to induce him to believe, that he ought to 
think himſelf extremely happy, that Alcheman 
treated him with ſo much Indulgence.  P-layo, 
being highly ſcandaliz'd and incens'd to = 


that an impious and perfidious Prelate, who. 
after having betray'd his God, his King, = 


af 
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his Country, ſhould offer to ſollicit him to 
follow the execrable Example that he himſelf 
had ſet his Countrymen, by his baſe 'Defer- 
tion, anſwer'd him in very diſdainful Terms, 

and diſmiſs'd him, telling him at his Depar- 
ture, That he truſted in God's Juſtice, that, 
before the Day was at an End, he would re- 
| ceive the Recompence which his Treachery 
and his Impiety had merited. Oppas, aſtoniſh'd 

at this ' Anſwer, which ſeem'd to him to be 
as extravagant as inſolent, return'd back to 
Alcheman, to give him to underſtand, that there 
was no other Remedy, but to go with his 
Arms in his Hand and ſeize that raſh, obſti- 
nate Rebel and all his Aſſociate. 
Had Alcheman reflected but ever ſo little, 
he might eaſily have comprehended, that there 
was no Probability that Pelayo ſhould ever have 
dar'd to ſtand his Ground with ſuch an in- 
conſiderable Number of Followers as he ſeem'd 
to have with him; and he muſt certainly 
have ſuſpected ſome Deſign to be in Agitation 

in Order to enſnare him. But Gop, who 
thought fit to conſent to his Deſtruction, had 
ſo blinded his Eyes, that, without being ſen- 
ſible of the Danger into which he was haſten- 
ing to precipitate himſelf, he advanc'd furiouſ- 
ly to attack that ſmall Band of Refugees he 
{aw before him, and of whoſe unavoidable Fate 
he thought himſelf fully aſſurd. But, by a viſi- 
ble Effect of the Power of Divine Providence, 
the Arrows, Darts, and Stones, which he caus'd 
to be pour'd in like Hail upon thoſe few Chri- 
ſtiaus, were ſo far from hurting them, that 
they were return'd back with Violence towards 
the emittent Hands of the Barbarians, 
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Thie d very — a Prodigy put 
the Infidels into an inexpreſſible Conſternation, 
and, at the fame Time, inſpir'd Pelayo with 
ſo great an Admiration, that making no Seru-- 
ple or Hefitation to conclude, that the fatal 
Moment in which the Moors were to meet their 
Ruin was arriv'd, he gave the Word for thoſe 
Troops which he had hitherto kept conceal'd 
in the Cave to ſally out, and caus'd them to 
attack the Enemy, which they did ſo oppor- 
tunely, and executed the Order with ſuch Vi- 
gour and Reſolution, that, in an Inſtant, their 
Army was routed and cut in Pieces. ̃ 

Pelayo might have been very well ſaid to be 
a ſecond Gedeon, and every Chriſtian a Deſtroy- 
ing Angel. In vain the Infidels ſupply'd their 
broken Ranks with freſh Recruits, for nothing 
was able to withſtand the Chriſtian Valour ; 
and their Ardour ſeem'd to grow more and 
more vehement at the Sight of the great Mul- 
titude of Enemies they had to encounter with. 
Favour'd by the advantageous Situation of the 
Poſt they were poſſeſs d of, and animated by 
the Preſtnoe and Example of their new King, 
they made ſuch vigorous Efforts, that the Moors, 
no longer able to endure the deſttuctive Ef- 
fects of their DNeath-carrying Weapons they in- 
ceſſantly dealt among them, betook themſelves 
to Flight, abandoning the Field of Battle to 
the victorious Goths, and clambering over the 
Summits of the Mountain, precipitated them- 
ſelves down by the narrow and difficult Paſ- 
ſes of Mount Amoſa into the County of Lie- 
bana, where they united themſelves into a Bo- 
dy, after the beſt Manner they were able, 
upon the Bank of the River Deba, flattering 
themſelves that they were then paſt all Dan- 
: ger. 
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ger. But, by a ſecond Miracle, more prodi- 


gious and aſtoniſhing than the firſt; it hap- 


nd, that that Part of the Mountain which 


ung over the River looſen'd from the reſt, 


and falling down upon them cruſh'd them to 


nothing, not a ſingle Soul eſcaping ; infomuch, 
that this numerous Army, the Loſs of which 


occaſion'd the Declenſion of the Saracen Em- 


pire in the Weſt, and the Re-eftabliſhment' of 


the Gothiſh Monarchy, intirely periſh'd in one

After this Victory King Pelayo took up his 
Reſidence at Tanguas, and fignaliz'd every Lear 


of his Reign by ſome memorable Exploit. In 
the Year 720, he beſieg d and took Oviedo; 


and in 722, he penetrated as far as Leon, and 
reduc'd that important City under his Obe- 


dience. | : 
In this Manner, the Valour of a ſingle Man, 
and ſmall inconſiderable Beginnings, ſlighted 


. and contemn'd by the Moors po Riſe to the 


Spaniſh Monarchy which ſeem'd to be quite ex- 
tinct. Soon after the Battle of Anſeba King 
| Pelayo married, and had Two Children, Or- 
meſinda (or Hermeſinda) and Iufila, or Favila. 


When the Daughter had attain'd her Fourteenth 
Year, he gave her in Marriage to the brave 


and gallant Alphonſo, who had been the Wit- 
neſs and Companion of all his Victories; As 
to the reſt, he reign'd more at Eaſe, and with 
a much greater Tranquillity, than a Prince 
who had erected a new Soveraignty by Force 
of Arms could ever have expected. He ap- 
pointed his only Son Favila for his Succeſſor, 


and after him his Daughter and Son-1n-Law joint- 


ly. In fine, he died at the Age of Forty Five 
Years, extremely regretted and lamented 4 
ens : his 
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his Subjects, whom he had deliver'd from a mi- 
ſerable Bondage. T 

Favila his Son ſucceeded him, and paſs d 
Two Years of his Reign in a profound Calm. 
He was never married; and beg one Day 
hunting in the Mountains, he loſt his Way, 739.

After his Death his Siſter Hermeſinda aſcen- 
ded the Throne, in Conjunction with her Huſ- 
band Alphonſo, ſurnam'd The Catholick, who 
had contributed ſo very much towards laying 
the Foundation of the Kingdom, fo that this 
Dignity was as the Reward of his Merit.

Refuge in Caftile and Luſitania, He over-ran

on of the Throne, when his Brother, Don Sancho, 
pretended, that he had a Right to lay Claim 
to ſome Part of his Dominions. But the King 
being of the Opinion, that the Grandure of 
his Realm conſiſted wholly in its remaining 
intire, without ſuffering it in the leaſt to be 
_ diſmember'd, had no Manner of Regard to his 
Pretenſions. Upon this Refuſal, Don Garcia, 
King of Navarre, and the Count Ferdinand 
 Gongalez, notwithſtanding he was Don Ordono's

This Almanſor was, without Contradiction, 
the greateſt General Spain had ever beheld 
fince the Mooriſo Invaſion. He had van- 
quiſh'd the Chriſtians in more than Fifty Bat- 
tles. Tho” a Mahometan, he was endow'd 
with all the moſt commendable Moral Virtues, 
and, above all, he was ſo very moderate in 
his Ambition, that aſpiring to nothing ot 
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real and effential Honours, he generouſly” re- 


fusd the Crown of Cordona, which the Moors 


freely offer d him. He gave double Pay to 


all Chriftians that ferv'd under his Banner, and 
when at any Time, Diſputes and Conteſtations

Feet he went and caſt himſelf, humbly in- 
treating him to ſuſpend his Hoſtilities, preſent- 
ed him with a conſiderable Sum of Gold, and 
many other very rich Preſents, and offer d to 
engage himſelf to Pay him an annual Tribute. 
withſtan e Barbarian made him thoſe 
Offers only through pure Neceſſity, the King, 
Don . Ferdinand, took Compaſſion upon a pro- 
ſtrate Prince; and having receiv'd his Preſents, 
and ſettled the Tribute he had agreed to pay 
to the Crown every Year, he withdrew his 
Army and retir d. e 
The Year following, he committed the like 
Ravages in the Territories of the King of Sa- 
ragoſſa, who, to prevent his Country an be- 
ing intirely ruin'd, became, likewiſe, his Tri- 
butary; inſomuch, that after this triumphant 
Prince had put it out of the Power of all the 
Moors to annoy him, he gave Time to his 
fatigu'd Troops to breath for Five Years, all 
which Interval he wholly employ'd for the Ad- 
vantage of his Country, and to make Religion 
and good Government flouriſh therein, to which 
Effect he conven'd a General Council, which 
was held at Coyanga in the Year 1050. 
This Year the King being feiz'd with an In- 
diſpoſition, Don Garcia, King of Navarre, went 
to make him a Viſit. But whether it was, 


that 
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that this Prince's Viſit was only intended 9 
make ſure of his Perſon, or that he took this 
Precaution to prevent him from attempting a- 
ny Thing againſt his Dominions: during his 
Sickneſs, | was never yet known, but certain 
it is, that, a few Days after his Arrival, he 
caus d him to be arreſted. The King of Na- 
varre, greatly incens d at fo inhumane and un- 
hoſpitable a Procedure, found Means to ſend 
his Orders to ſome of his braveſt and moſt 
faithful Officers, that they ſhould come pri- 
vately to a certain Place, and there to attend: 
him, in Order to facilitate his Eſcape; and 
when all was ripe, he gain'd his Keepers by: 
Force of Preſents, got out of Priſon and-join'd: 
his Friends, diſguis'd in the Habit of a Pea- 
Being arriv'd ſafe into his own Dominions, 
he caus'd a Manifeſto to be publiſh'd, where- 
in he painted out, in all its Colours, the Black- | * 
neſs of the Action his Brother, Don Ferdinand, gy 
had been guilty of, and prevail'd with the Moor-. 
1 Kings of Saragoſſa and Toledo to eſpouſe his 
Juſt Quarrel, and to aſſiſt him in taking a ſe- 
vere Revenge. The King of Leon, being ſoon 
inform'd of the mighty Preparations his Bro- 
ther was making to declare War againſt him, 
caus d his Army to advance towards Caſtile, 
whither he knew the King of Navarre was 
marching with a great Power. In the mean 
while, St. Inigo, Abbot of Ora, and St. Do- 
minick, Abbot of Silos, ſtrenuouſly deſiring to 
interrupt the Progreſs of a War ſo odious and 
unnatural, and, at the ſame Time, ſo extreme- 
iy prejudicial to the Chriſtian Religion, us'd 
their utmoſt Endeavours to bring thoſe Two ũ3

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found the King of Leon ſo well diſpos d, that 
he ſent an Embaſſy to his Brother to make 
an Ap for the Inſult had been done him, 
and to offer him any Satisfaction he would de- 
fire: But the King of Navarre, inſenſible to 
every Thing but his Thirſt for Revenge, de- 
is d all the Excuſes made him by his Bro-

| How compleat foever this Victory might be, 


Don Ferdinand could, by no Means, rejoice at 
itz and far from taking the Advantage he\might 
have done, had he been fo diſpos d, he em- 
E his whole Care in cauſing Don Sancho, 
his Nephew, and eldeſt Son to the unfortunate 
Don Garcia, to be proclaim'd King in his Fa- 
ther's Stead. From hence, till he died, the 
King of Leon was ſometimes engag d in War 
and ſometimes at Peace with the Kings of Na- 
varre and Aragon, continually applying him- 
ſelf to pious Works, and gave not the leaſt 


Reſpite to the Infidels: In fine, after he had 


ſeverely chaſtis'd the Infidelity of the Barba- 


ian Kings of Saragoſſa and Toledo, who refus'd 


to pay him the Tribute they had agreed up- 
on, he died at Leon, on the 27th of Decem- 
ber, this Year, after having 2 moſt edi- 
fying Inftances of the greateſt Piety, 
Don Ferdinand was, without Diſpute, - one 0 
the greateſt Monarchs had ever reign'd in Spain. 
Being exceedingly devout, and zealous for the 
Catholick Religion, he never miſs'd one = 
portunity of advancing it as much as poſhble. 
He made, every Year, a magmficent Dona- 
tive to the Monaſtery of Clam, to oblige thoſe 


Monks to recommend him in their Prayers to 
Gop, to endow him with the Grace to govern his 


Kingdoms as an upright and equitable Prince 
ought to do. It was his Cuſtom to retire eve- 
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Iy now and then to the Monaſtery of Sabagun, 


where 
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where he livd like the moſt inferior Sort of 
thoſe devout Monks, and with whom he took 
his daily Repaſts in the common Refectory. 
He perſonally aſſiſted in the Choir of the Ca- 
tthedral Church at Leon, in Company with 
the Canons, at the Hours appointed for the 
Celebration of Divine Service. He was conti- 
nent, a Lover of Juſtice, and exceeding cha- 
ritable. In a Word, he had all the commend- 
able Qualities that can be wiſh'd for in a So- 
veraign, without any one of the Failings which 
generally attend a Throne. 
He left by his Queen, Dona Sancha, Three 
Sons and Two Daughters; to wit, Don Sancho, 
Don Alpbonſo, Don Garcia, - Dona Urraca, and 
Doña Elvira; and by an unadviſed, miſunder- 
ſtood Tenderneſs he had for them, he almoſt 
deſtroy d, in one Moment, all that he had done 
of grand and noble throughout the whole Courſe 
of his glorious Life. He took the Reſolution 
of diſtributing his Dominions amongſt them, 
perſuading himſelf, that one large and power- 
fal Monarchy, as his was, would ſufficiently ſa- 
tisfy the Ambition of Five Perſons, - notwith- 
ſanding it could ſcarcely content his own aſpi- 
ring Genius. He gave to Don Sancho, his eldeſt 
Son, the Crown of Caftile, Part of Afuria, and 
St. Ander, and, by Conſequence, made him, 
without Diſpute, the moſt potent Soveraign 
in all Spazn : To his Second Son, Don Alphonſo, 
he left the Crown of Leon, and the Afturia's | 
of Oviedo: To Don Garcia, his Third Son, he 
left the Kingdoms of Galicia and Portugal: To 
his eldeſt Daughter, Dona Urraca, he gave the 
City of Zamora, with ſeveral other fine Lands 
and Eſtates; and to the youngeſt, Dona Elvira, 
d 1 ho N 
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he bequeath'd the City of Toro, with other 
ſmall*Inherttance 7552 TT par ? 
By the innate Diſpoſitions with” which” this 
great Prince's Three Sons were form'd by Na- 
ture, it was wholly impoſſible that they ſhould 
long continue in Peace. Don Sancho, devour'd 
by an inſatiable Ambition, breath d nothing but 
War, and was fully convine'd, That the deceas'd! 
King his Royal Father had done him a notable 
Piece of Injuſtioe in making his younger Bre- 
thers equal with himſelf, contrary to the Fun- 
damental Laws of the Realm, which, till then, 
had never ſufferd younger Children to wear a 
Crown. Don Serrih the Third Son, was excef- 
ſively proud, fantaſtical, and fiery. He fancyd 
his Appennage in the Dividend too ſmall for his 
Merit, and whilſt he waited a favourable Occa- 
ſion to inlarge it, he plung d himſelF into a moſt - 
voluptuous Manner of living, 'employ'd his 
whole Time in no other Occupations than the 
moſt licentious and moſt infamous Pleaſures, 
and in contriving how he might ver and moleſt 
his Subjects. As for Don Alphonſo, the Second 
Son, he was much more prudent than his Bro- 
thers, but not one Jot ry ſanguine and vigo- 
rous in maintaining his Rights. However, the 
Reſpect and Neference they all had for the 
Qucen, their Mother, kept hein in their Duty, 

and reſtrain d them from flying out during the 
Time of her Life; but-ſoon after her Deceaſe, 
Don Sancho, King of Caftile, looſing the Reins of 
the Ambition which devour'd his Breaft, rais d 
an Army, and, in an hoſtile Manner, broke in- 
to the Territories of his Brother Don Alphonſo.

Being educated in the 
School of War, he made ſurprizing Progreſſes 
in Martial Exploits. Being attach'd to the For- 
tune of Don Sancho, King of Caftile, he ac- 
company d him, in 1063, in the Campain he 
made in Aragon, and had a great Share in the 
Battle of Grao, in which Don Ramiro the Firſt, © 
King of Aragon, loſt his Life. In 1068, and 
1070, he likewiſe ſerv'd' him very ſucceſsfully 
againſt his Brother Don Alphonſo, King of Leon: 
In 1072, after having render'd him many very

thod in the World have been taken to bring 
it about.

his Grand-Son, Don Alphonſo- Raymond, ſhould 
ſucceed in all his Realms after the Death of 
Dona Urraca, his Mother, in Caſe ſhe left 
behind her no other Children. From that 
Time forward, his Strength daily decreas'd, 
and on the Twenty Ninth, or Thirtieth of 
the ſame Month, he died, aged Seventy Three 
Fears, after having worthily fill'd the Throne 
of Leon Forty Four Years, and that of Caftile 
Twenty Days after his Deceaſe his Body was 
carry'd' from Toledo to the Monaſtery. of Sa- 
 bagun, where it was interr'd, according as he 
had appointed in his Will. This Don Alpbon- 
ſo, King of Leon and Caftile, was, certainly, 
one of the greateſt Princes that Spain ever gave 
Birth to. His invincible Courage got him the 
Surname of the Brave, to which he added the 
Title of Emperor. He was extremely zealous 
for the Advancement of the Catholick Religion, 
and exceeding charitable. Being a ſtrict Lo- 
ver of Juſtice, he was terrible to the Wicked, 
belov'd by the Good, and fear'd and reſpected 
by his Neighbours. He had this in common 
with all Princes to whom Fortune is more 
than ordinary favourable out of Doors, that his 
Domeſtick Affairs were nothing anſwerable to 
his external Felicity. The Hiſtorians reckon 
Six Wives, which were ſucceſſively marry'd 
to this Monarch, without mentioning a. Se- 
venth, to whom ſeveral very grave Authors 
allow only the Name of Favourite, or Con- 
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cubine. The firſt of thoſe Six Wives wasiha- 
med. Agnda, Daughter to V illiam, Duke of 
Normandy, and King of England. .

As this Prince was ſo frequently abſent 
from his Queen, he had very little Opportuni- 
ty of taking much Notice of her Conduct. 
He left, likewiſe, in her Hands a ſufficient 
Share of the Government of Caftile, yet ſtill 
reſerving to himſelf the moſt eſſential Parts of 
the Adminiſtration. Had the Queen made but 
ever ſo little Uſe of her own natural Reaſon, 
the. might, without much Difficulty, have per- 
ceivd, that the Emperor, her Huſband, was 
not a Prince to whom a Woman of a nice, 
diſtinguiſhing Taſte, could ever be excuſable 
for preferring a Subject: Since, beſides his be- 
ing of Perſon amiable, and made to inſpire 
Love, ſhe never beheld him returning from 
any Expedition, but ſtill cover'd with frefh 
triumphant Lawrels.

the World, her Royal Spouſe, on his Side, 
diſſembled his having any Knowledge thereof, 
to avoid being reduc d to the melancholy Ne- 
ceſſity of being oblig'd to make a Noiſe, 
which muſt infallibly redound to the Diſgrace 
and Infamy of the Royal Family.

Comer 
teſs Dona Mayor, his Wife, who ſupply'd the 
Place of a Mother to that young Prince, and 
treated him with uncommon Tenderneſs. Some 
of the Nobility of that Country, jealous s

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_ imagin'd,- that if they could but make them- 
ſelves Maſters of the young Prince's Perſon, 
they might : eaſily obſcure the great Credit 


of that noble Count and his Lady. Arias Pe- 
rex, and Pedro Arias, Iwo Brothers, were more 
zealous than any of the reſt to Head this In- 
ſurrection.

While the King, Don Alphonſo, was triumph- 
ing in Old-Caſtile, the Moors were making a 
great Progreſs upon him in the New. One 
whoſe Name was Farax, Alcayde of Calatrava, 
and the Alcaydes, or Governors, of San Eſte- 
van, Oreja, and Aurelia, enter'd by Night into 
the Liberties of Toledo, where concealing them- 
ſelves, they detach'd a ſmall Number of Men, 
Juſt as the Morning was ready to appear, to 
make a Shew as if they intended to drive 
away - ſome Cattle that were grazing in a 


neighbouring Meadow, in Order to decoy the | 


Chriſtians into the Ambuſcade they had laid 
to entrap them. Having pick'd out a Parcel 
of Oxen, they drove them towards the Place 
where their Commanders and the reſt lay con- 
ceaFd. Don Gutierre Hermegildex, being in- 
form'd of the carrying off of thoſe Cattle,

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went out in Purſuit of the Moors, and fell 
into the Antbuſcade. Aſtoniſh'd to find him- 
ſelf ſurrounded by ſo great a Number of Ene- 
mies, he made incredible Efforts to defend 
himſelf; but over-power'd with Multitudes, 
he, and all his Followers, were made Priſo- 
ners. After this, Farax advanc'd within Muſ- 
quet-Shot of the outermoſt Works of Toledo, 
where he committed ſuch great Diſorders, that 
Don Rodrigo Goncalez, not being able to ſuffer 
ſuch an Inſolence without doing ſomething to 
oppoſe it, fally'd out of the City, with the 
Alcaydes of Eſcalona, Domingo Alvarez, Diego 
Alvarez, his Brother, the Alcayde of Tta, 
and Ferdinand Fernandez, and went to attack 
them. But the Moors, who, expecting this Sally, 
had taken their Meaſures to deſtroy them | 
by engaging them ſeparately without giving 
them Time to gather into a Body, march'd 
directly to Don Rodrigo Gongalez, and cut in 
Pieces all the Troops under his Command; 
and the Alcaydes of Eſcalona and Ita had the 
ſame Fate; inſomuch, that the Chriſtians, -4 
Confuſion and without Leaders, were all cut

Leif, Son to the King of Morocco, being 
_ arriv'd in Spain, from Africa, with a great 
Number of Almoravides, and joining with them 
the Troops of Ben Axuel, Alcayde of Cordoua, 
and thoſe of Ben Zeta, Alcayde of Seville, re- 
_folv'd to go and lay Toledo level with the 
Ground. While he was aſſembling his Army 
near Lucena, the Inhabitants of Avila and Se- 
govia, with a Thouſand Gentlemen well mount- 
ed and arm'd, and a conſiderable Number of 
Infantry, paſs'd the River Tagus, near Talavera 
de la Reyna, the Guadiana and Sierra Morena,

e Portugueſes, Prince Tefefin mar d 


made Priſoner the Governor, Don Tello Fernan- 


dex, after having loſt Four Hundred of his 


Garriſon, and fent him to Morocco, with ſe-  - 


veral other Officers of Diſtinction. After this, 
ITeſtßn attack d Bargas, which ſurrender'd after 
à vigorous Reſiſtance. The Caſtle of St. Ser- 


vantes had the ſame Fate, and all the Places 


about Toledo had infallibly fallen into the 
Hands of the Moors, if Tan had not been 
oblig'd to return, in all Speed, to Andaluſia, 
to oppoſe the Progreſs of Don Rodrigo Gon- 
galex, who was deſtroying all the Country 
round about Seville with Fire and Sword. But 


he came too late; The Chriſtians had already 


ravag'd and plunder'd all that Neighbourhood, 
had ſcarce left one Tree ſtanding, had enrich 

themſelves with Gold, Silver, and coſtly Mo- 
veables,. carry'd off prodigious Numbers of 


Men, Women, and Children, and had driven 


into their Camp all the Horſes, Oxen, Cows, 
Sheep, Mules, and Aﬀes they met with. _ 
Upon Sight of ſo great a Diſorder, Omar, 


a of Seville, aſſembled all the Governors 
of 


ndalufia, with the Troops under their Com- 


mand, 


mand, and advanc'd to encounter Don Rodrigo, 
who prepar'd himſelf to give him a good Rex 
Ception. He divided his Army into Three Bo- 
dies, whereof the Right was compos'd of the 
Inhabitants of Avila, the Left of thoſe of Se- 


 govia, and thoſe of Toledo were plac'd in the 
Center. All Things being diſpos'd' in regular 


Order, he fiercely attack'd the Moors; the Bat- 
tle was bloody, and the Succeſs remain'd nn- 
certain for ſome Time. Don Rodrigo, obſerving 
that the Sevillian Troops made a more reſo- 
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lute Defence againſt the Efforts of the Chri- 


ſtians than any of the reſt of the whole Mooriſh 


Army, charg'd them with a redoubled Vigour 
and Fury, and broke thro' them. Omar and 
all the chief Commanders were lain, and a 


Moment after the whole Mahometan Army be- 


gan to give Ground. Don Rodrigo purſu d the 
Fugitives cloſe at the Heels to the very Gates 


of Seville, made a horrible Slaughter of them, 


and having enrich'd himſelf with Mooriſo Spoils, 
he gloriouſly return'd to "Toledo in Triumph, 
where Tefefin reſolv'd to beſiege him the en- 


ſaing Year, and to that Effect, as ſoon as he 
was ready to take the Field, began his March. 


The King, Don Alphonſo, having receiv'd 
Information of this African Prince's Deſigns, 
from a certain Perſon, whoſe Name was Za- 


fadola, rais'd a very great Army, and march'd

carry'd into Captivity. After having intirely 
ruin d the Neighbourhood of Cordoua, he went 
to do as much in thoſe of Seville and Cadiz. 
Tefefin ſeeing theſe Diſorders, got together all 
his Forces, and march'd directly towards the 
King's Army to give him Battle. Don Alphon- 
Jo hearing of his Approach, put himſelf in a 
Poſture to receive him, When Two Leaders 
of Armies are deſirous of Battle, they are not 
long before they come to Blows. This was 
the Caſe between the King of Caſtile and Prince 


_ Teſifn, but the Battle ended as ſoon as it be- 


gun, by the haſty Flight of the African, who 


made much more Haſte to return to Seville 


than he had done in coming from thence. _ 
The Moors who had not yet experienc'd | 
the fatal Effects of the Chrifian Proweſs, ad- 
dreſs'd themſelves to the above-mention'd Za- 
Fadola to interceed for them with Don Alphon- 
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ſelves. to his Obedience, and become his Sub- 
jects. Their Requeſt was granted; and the King 
ſoon after, having no more Enemies to en- 


counter, and deſirous of giving ſome Time of

ver'd up into his Hands the Forts and Caſtles _ 


whereof they were Governors, by which Means 
he became Maſter of the whole Country of 
Turon, and of a good Part of that of Limia. 
But the Count, Don Ferdinand Foanes,, aſſiſted 
by his Sons, Relations, and Friends, put a 
ſudden Stop to the Progreſs of that young

Perceiving the Enemy was 
advancing towards him in Order to give him 
Battle, he haſten'd his March to ſave them 
the Labour of making a long Search for him, 
and having got Sight of them, the Two Ar- 
mies began to move towards each other. Ne- 
ver did Spain behold a Battle ſo bloody, fo 
obſtinately diſputed, or {o very glorious for 
the Chriſtians. As this was the laſt in which 
the Emperor, Don Alphonſo, was ever to be 
preſent, it was to be his finiſhing Stroke to 
crown all the reft of his noble Exploits. The

Ihe Emperor ſcarce beheld his 1 
Brows crowd with the freſh Lawrels of im- 
mortal Renown which he had juſt gather d, 
but he felt the Approaches of Death; and fail- 
ing Nature refus'd her Aſſiſtance to preſerve 
that Life which all the united Force of Africa 
and Spain had always reſpe&ed, and held in 
Deference amidſt ſo many Sieges and Battles. 
Over-burden'd rather with the glorious, tho"; 
fatiguing, Weight of his Conqueſts d Tri- 


umphs, than with that of Age, he was ſeiz d 


with a violent Feaver, at a Place call'd Heſ- 


der'd — his Soul to his Creator, on the Twen- 


ty Firſt of Auguſt, after having receivd the

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Holy Communion, with an edifying Piety, 
5 the Hands of the Archbiſhop of Lola. 
Thus ended Don Alphonſo the Eighth, King 
of Leon and Caſtile, and Emperor of Spain; 
a Prince worthy of never- dying Renown, and 
who wanted nothing but an abler Pen than 
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ours to write his Encomium, and to eterni 


bh» Emperor, Don Alphonſo, 12 ſſeſs d, in 
a very eminent Degree, all thoſe grand and 
noble Qualities that can. be deſir'd in the for- 
ming an accompliſh'd Monarch. Fndow'd with 
aà large Portion of Prudence and Sagacity, he 
govern d his Subjects with ſuch Benevolence 
and Lenity that they perfectly adord him. 
Extremely pious and Jeet: he indefatigably 
dedicated his chief Care to the Advancement 
of the Catholick Religion, founded ſeveral Mo- 
naſteries of Ciſtercian Monks, favour'd thoſe 
which were already founded under the Order 
of St. Bennet, or Benedid, \call'd the Sixth Coun- 
cil of Compoſtela, the Fourth of Palencia, the 
Firſt of Burgos, the Second and Third of Val- 
ladolid, the Twenty Firſt of Toledo, and the 
Firſt and Second of Salamanca. Vice was moſt 
ſeverely puniſh'd under his Reign; all his 
Enemies yielded. to his ſuperior Valour; the 
Kingdoms of Navarre and Aragon thought it 
an Honour to render him Homage, as did 
likewiſe the greateſt Part of the Mahometan 
Princes. He not only recover'd from the King 
of Aragon all the Places in Caftile which he 
had ſeiz d upon Account of his, Marriage with 


the Queen, Dona Urraca, and had detain'd: a 
conſiderable while after that Marriage was diſ- 
ſolvd, but took likewiſe from the Succeſſors 
of that Monarch ſome Part of Aragon and of Na- 
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varre, and, by the great Conqueſts he made 
105 the Moors, render'd his Reign far more 
glorious than thoſe of any of the Kings, His 


Anceſtors, had ever been. The Diviſion of 


his Realms he made, in the Tear 1135, be- 
tween his Two Sons, aſter the Example ef 
Don Ferdinand the Firſt, caus d a: Revolution 


in the State, and greatly troubled its future 


Tranquillity. Tho he tenderly lovd both his 
Sons, he was obſerv'd to have. a. greater Af 
fection for Don Ferdinand, the Youngeſt; than 
for. the Prince, Don Sancho, his Eldeſt. Don 
MAaurigse de Lara, and Don Ferdinand de Ca- 
tro, Count of Traftamara, who were his Prime 
Miniſters of State, eaſily perceivd it. Their 
Credit with the Emperor was in a Manner 
equal! but they were far from loving one 
another, They were reciprocally jealous of 
each other, and apprehenſive of being ſup- 
planted in a new Reign. To avoid this In- 
conveniency, they ſtifled their mutual Hatred, 


and united to foment the Emperor's Inclina- 


tion for the Tnfante; Don Ferdinand. They 


us d perſuaſive Inſinuations to convince him, 


That this young Prince, by his excellent Qua- 
lifications, was worthy of a Crown, and agreed 
between themſelves, That Don Manrique ſhould 
manage the Affairs of the Prince Don Sancho, 


and that the Count of Traſtamara ſhould enter 


himſelf into the Service of Don Ferdinand. 
Thus by a Scene altogether new, yet extreme- 
ly magnificent, the Emperor, Don Alphonſo, 
ivided his Realms between his Two Sons, 


who were both of them under Age. He declar d 


Don Sancho King of Caſtile and Toledo, and Don 


Ferdinand King of Leon and Galicia. In Or- 


der to keep. a Power ſuperior to. theirs, and

the Soveraign Dignity in his own Poſſeſſion; 
he causd himſelf to be crown'd Emperor of 
Las 'Eſpanias, or Hiſpaniarum Imperator, after 
the Example of the Kings his Grandfather, 
and Father-in-Law. From the Time of that 


Solemnity, thoſe TWO young Princes took up- 


on them the Titles of Kings, and were atten- 
ded as ſuch; ſo that Don Alphbonſo's Court be- 
came the moſt ſplendid and magnificent Court 
in the Univerſe, ſinee therein the Emperor 
had the abſolute Command over Two potent 
Kings: And which is more ſurprizing and 
ie 6, Admiration than all the reſt, "3s, That 
this mighty Monarch continu'd reigning Twen- 
ty Two Years after that, without either of 


his Sons ever being — of obeying him, 


or ever offering to take the leaſt Advantage 
of the auguſt Name of King he had beſtow' d 


upon them. 


Don Sancho had ſcarce any Taſte of the vain 


Pomp and Luſter of a Crown during the Life 


of the Emperor, his Father, by Reaſon of the 


diſmembring thoſe Two Kingdoms which, by 
the Diviſion, had fallen to the Share of his 


Brother; and Don Ferdinand, who perceiv'd 


it, was not wholly exempt from a. like Un- 
eaſineſs, and the more | becauſe his Elder Bro- 


ther had eſpous d the Infanta of Navarre, and 


that beſides the Protection and Aſſiſtance of 


his Father-in-Law, he had likewiſe the Hearts 
of all the People, who, by extraordinary Fe- 
ſtivals and Rejoicings, had celebrated the Birth 
of a Son, of which the new Queen of Caſtile 
Was lately deliver d. Theſe Apprehenſions cau- 
| {ed this Prince to redouble his Aſſiduities and 
Attendance upon the Emperor. He was ſcarce 

ever out of his Sight; But the Eyes of that 
: ll Pa Monarch 
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ed away to Leon to take Poſſeſſion of the 
Crown his Father had bequeathd him. Don 


Sancho, leſs avaritious, and more reſpectful 
to the Memory of his re Parent, renderd 


him the laſt Offices before he would ſuffer 
himſelf to be croẽw. de. 

He had no ſooner taken Poſſeſſion of his 
Throne, but the Moors, perceiving the Divi- 
ſions were made in the Dominions of the late 
Emperor, felt their Hopes revive, and their 


Courage, which had ſo long ſeem'd to be quite 


extinguiſh'd, was re-kindled by their recove- 
ring Fedroches, Andujar, Baexa, and almoſt 


all they had loſt in Andaluſia. Grown 


fierce by their Conqueſts, they demanded Suc- 
cours from Abdelmoumin to- atlift- them in re- 
taking what the aper. had uſurp d from 
them in the Kingdom of Toledo, which News 
put the Knights 7 lars, who were poſleſs'd 
of Calatrava, into ſo great a Conſternation, 
that they remitted that City to the King of 


Caſtile, not thinking themſelves powerful enough 


to defend it. When thoſe Knights had thus 
abandon'd that Place, Don Sancho publiſh'd a 


Proclamation, That if any Nobleman would 
undertake its Defence, he would beſtow it up- 


on him, with all its av env Honours, Pre- 
rogatives, and Dependancies.

The King, Don Sancho, aſtoniſh'd at the 
eat Progreſs the Moors were making in his 
e put himſelf in a Poſture to ſto 
the Courſe of that dangerous Torrent, ich 
Preparations of his ſo alarm'd the King of 
Leon, that he ſuſpected nothing leſs than that 
his Brother was coming to ſtrip him of his 
Kingdom. Under this Apprehenſion, he ſent 


him an Embaſſador to let him know, That 


he was ready to yield him Homage för his 
States as his elder Brother. Whether it was 
that Don Sancho foreſaw, that in endeavour- 
ing to make himſelf Maſter of the Patrimony 
his Father had given to Don Ferdinand he 
ſhould meet with Difficulties too great for

The King of Leon, who was too prone to 
give Ear to falſe Reports, and withal very 
much imclin'd to Jealouſy and Suſpicion, deprivd 
the Count Don Ponce de Minerva, and ſome other 
Noblemen, of the Employs the deceas'd Em- 
peror had entruſted them with. As they had 
been guilty. of no Miſdemeanor by which they 
had merited this Deprivation, they went and 
caſt themſelves at the King of Caſtiles Feet 
to implore his Protection. Don Sancho, who 
was no Stranger to their Merits, and was ve- 
ry ſenſible of the important Services they had 
done to the State, gave them a very gracious 
Reception, promiſing to do them all the good 
Offices he poſſibly could, in Order to re- eſta- 
bliſh them in their Honours and Employs, 
not imagining that it was in his Brother's Power 
to ſully the Reputation of ſo many brave 
Officers whom the Emperor, his Father, had 
honour'd with his Confidence and Eſteem. He 
ſet out in his March towards Leon at the Head 
of an Army, when his Brother was juſt be- 
ginning to reap the Firſt Fruits of his Sove- 
raignty; and as Don Ferdinand was not pro- 
24 4 vided 
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vided with a ſufficient Number of Forces to 
make Head againſt the fuperior Power of 
Caftile, he went out to meet his Brother, to 
endeavour to appeaſe him by a voluntary Sub- 
miſſion. Having found him at Sabagun as he 


Was juſt ready to ſit down at Table, he was 


agreeably ſurpriz d when that Prince met 
him with Arms extended to embrace him, 
ſaying, That it was rather for his Glo- 
« ry and Advantage, than to do him any 
„Injury, that he had enter'd into his Do- 
« minions in Arms; that he had not the leaſt 
4 Deſign of uſurping either the whole or any 
* Part thereof from him; That he bore too 
great a Reſpect to all that their Auguſt 


„Father had done ever in the leaſt to make 


any ſuch Attempt ; but that the ſame Re-

In the mean While the Moors were making 
terrible Havock in the King of Caftile's Ter- 


ritories; and as that Prince had not been at 


Leiſure to put himſelf in a Condition to 
make Head againſt them, he appointed a Ren- 
dezvous with Don Sancho, King of Navarre,

mons, that he got together Twenty Thouſand 


Fighting - Men, who all took up Arms to 
defend that important Place from the In- 


ſults of the Drfidels. This pious Abbot, ta- 


king his Advantage from the fervent Zeal 


with which he perceiv'd thoſe brave Soldiers 
to be animated, prevail'd with them to unite 
themſelves into a Brotherhood by taking a 
folemn Vow for the Defence of the Chriſtian 
Religion; and finding them well diſpos'd 
to enter into his pious. Deſign, he planted 
the Foundation of the Military Order of the 
Knights of Calatrava, which hath {till con- 
tinu'd to maantain itſelf with much Honour 


and Splendor z yet, notwithſtanding, great 


Diſorder and Irregularity have been ſince in- 
troduc'd amongſt that Fraternity ; for, —

turies under the Order of the Ciſercians, they 
now live like Seculars, and marry, making 
only a ſimple Vow of Conjugal Chaſtity.

7a, having receiv'd Intelligence from Don 
Sancho, King of Caſtile, That Tacob, or Facob, 
Son to Abdelmoumin, King of the Almo- 
hades in Africa, was landed from thence at 
the Head of a great Number of Troops, 'with 
the Deſign of carrying a War into the Chri- 
ſtian States, they enter'd into the Diſtrict of 
Seville, which they ruin'd with Fire and Sword, 
and filfd all the Lower Andaluſia with ſuch 
Terror and Conſternation, that Jacob, Dalegen, 
and Ben Gamar, were forc'd to unite all their 
Strength and to take the Field, in Order to 
oppoſe them. Thoſe brave Chriſtians, tho” far 
inferior to the Moors in Number, fiercely ac- 
cepted the Battle, and behav'd themſelves with 
ſo much Valour, that the greateſt Part of the 
 Mahometan Army was cut in Pieces, and Da- 
legen and Ben Gamar, loſt their Lives. oY 

Amidſt theſe Proſperities, the King, Don 
Sancho, died at Toledo, on the Thirty Firſt of 
Auguſt, univerſally regretted by all his Subjects 
upon Account of his excellent Qualities. Tho 
he reign'd but One Year after his Father, 
his Reign was, nevertheleſs, counted glorious, 
and more eſpecially, for the Eſtabliſhment of 
the Order of Calatrava. His Death is attri- 
buted to have proceeded from his great Grief, 
for his Loſs of the Queen, Dona Blanca of 
Navarre, his Spouſe. He left an only Son, 
nam'd Non Alphonſo, about Three Years of 
Age, who only, by a Connection of Mi- 
| lacles, 
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racles, eſcap'd being depriv'd both of his Crown 

and Life ; for never was the, Minority of any 
Prince attended with ſuch Diverſity of Troubles 
and Apitations as his. The King, his Father, 
in his laſt Hours, nam'd. Don Gutierre Ferdi- 
»and Ruiz de Caftro for his Tutor and Guar- 
dian, and confirm'd all the Lords in the 
Employs in which” they officiated till the 
Young Prince ſhould be of Age. This Diſpo- 
ition of Affairs rais'd a terrible Storm through- 
out the whole Kingdom of Caftile, occaſion'd 
by the indefatigable Care Don Manrique de 
Lara took to ftir up the Nobility and Popu- 
lace againſt the Regent. This Nobleman , 


whoſe Extraction was very illuſtrious and di- 
 ſtingwiſhable, and his Ambition unlimited, 
could, by no Means, pardon the late King 


for having choſen another Regent to his Pre- 
judice; and, upon that Account, raiſing his 
whole Family againſt that of his Rival, all 
Caftite became divided into the Factions of the 
Houſes of Caſtro and Lara. One Party was 
for having Don Sancho's Teſtament literally 


executed: The Others could not bear the 


Thoughts of Don Gutierre's being poſſeſs d of 
the Soveraign Arbitration. In a Word, both

of being himſelf at the Head of Affairs, had 
the Complaiſance to conſent, that the Infant

Side, to Don Manrique de Lara. Don Garcia © 


de Aza was a Man of Honour and Probity, 
but was not endow'd with a very great Head- 
Piece, and was _— ignorant even of the 


firſt Rudiments of Politicks; inſomuch, that 


Don Manrique eaſily perſuaded him, that he 
ought to leave the Education of the young 
King to his Conduct. Axa had no ſooner 
given up the Royal Infant into the Cuſtody of 
that artful and able Politician, but Don Gu- 
tierre became ſenſible of the Fault he had 
committed in diſpoſſeſſing himſelf of that

The Reſpe& and Deference we owe to the 
Vicar of JEsUs CHRIST, and to Crown'd 
Heads, will not permit us to cenſure the Pro- 
ceedings either of Pope Celeſtine, or the King 
of Leon, altho' we can't help thinking, that, 
on both Sides, Matters were carry'd with ſome 
Obſtinacy. On the one Hand, .the King was 
inexcuſeable for preſuming to violate the De- 
ciſions of the Council, which equally prohibits 
as well Soveraigns as Vaſſals from the inter- 
marrying of all Relations within the Second 
Degree of Conſanguinity.

There remain d 
none except the Houſe of Lara and their Par- 
tiſans, who ſtill held out to maintain the Right 
of the Count of Artois; and had that Prince 
but haſten d into Spain, or had ſent -thither 
one of his Sons, Don Ferdinand, according to 
all Appearances, had not peaceably enjoy d 
the Crown; nay even without that, he had 
enough to do to keep his Ground. The King 
of Leon his Father, quite beſides himſelf at 

his Advancement to the Throne, but more e- 
ſpecially at the Artifice with which they had 
got him away, declar'd himſelf his mortal Ene- 
my. He pretended, That on which Side ſo- 
ever he himſelf was look d upon, either as

Spain, and the irreconcilable. Hatred he had 
r his Son Don Ferdinand caus'd him to b 
deteſted by all thoſe who profeſs d themſelves 
Lovers of Equity and Juſtice. They could not, 
without  Indignation, behold a Father carry his 
Inhumanity to ſuch a Pitch as to endeavour 
to tranſmit his Crown to a Stranger to the 
Prejudice of a Son whom Heaven ſeem'd to 
have form'd to be the Pattern of all Princes, 
the Scourge of Mahometiſm, and the Reſtorer
